In order 
to counteract. recent 
inflation, the Prop= 
erty Association has 
increased Phi Lambda's 
insurance from $25,000 
to $50,000. 

The policy, 
drawn up by Roland 
Grubb, insures up to 
$45,000 destruction to 
house and grounds and 
up to $5,000 damage to 
house furnitures 

A co=-clause 
of the policy insures 
resident chapter em= 
ployes against per= 
sonal injury while on 
duty at the house. The 
new policy, however, 
does not insure the 
personal property of 
house memberso 

The new lease, 
effective January 1, 
arose from the threat 
of fire now present in 
the house because of 
inefficient wiringe 

It clarifies 
the areas of liability 
and states that taxes, 
“nortgage, and fire 
insurance will be 
nandled by the Alumni 
Association 
House 
improvements and sewer 
rental, misplaced in 
the hands of the Prop= 
erty Association in 
the past, are now the 
responsibility of the 
active members.

which completes the lavatory 
renovation begun last April, 
the Brothers and Pledges 
installed a 30=esubic fot 
refrigerator and an 8-hole 
deep freeze. 

Purchased 
by Clyde Fowler for $1725 
(40% of list price),this new 
refrigeration is part of a 
thorough kitchen renovation 
to be undertaken in June. In 
addition to a third refrige 
erator, future plans include 
installation of an electric 
range,automatic dish-washer, 
vegetable cleaner, potato 
peeler, glass washer, coffee 
urn, garbage disposal unit, 
stainless steel sink, pre= 
paration tables, and cafe- 
teria facilities. 

To complement 
these purchases, the physical 
plan of the kitchen is blue- 
printed to be redesigned, 
old partitions and cabinets 
removed,and a redistribution 
of equipment to increase the 
kitchen area from the prea 
sent 284 to 452 square feet.
